Cellular Controversy 
Rochester Settlement to Allow Cell Tower 
Siting 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

In the aftermath of a Zoning Board of Appeals 
(ZBA) meeting held in Executive Session last Thursday, 
September 13, Rochester Town Counsel Daniel Perry has 
recommended the town support a settlement with Indus- 
trial Communications & Electronics, Inc. (ICE) to enter 
into an agreement to site a 190-foot telecommunications 
tower and 2,000-square-foot equipment facility on prop- 
erty located off Bowen's Lane. 

Although the ZBA previously denied ICE's 
application on July 26 due to abutters' concerns, Mr. Perry 
felt that the company's pending lawsuit against the town 
would be difficult if not impossible to defend. As such, he 
has recommended the town and ICE agree to a settlement 
in which the company is allowed to site the tower as 
proposed on Bowen's Lane and the town is spared a suit 
which could cost upwards of $700,000, according to Town 
Administrator James Huntoon. 

At press time the matter was scheduled to go 
before the judge on Thursday, September 20 and the 
Board of Selectmen gave their authorization to Mr. Perry 
to enter into the settlement agreement. During last week's 
Executive Session the ZBA also voted — 4 to 1 — to 
authorize Mr. Perry to agree to the settlement. 

"The company has found a site which meets all 
the requirements of the (Rochester) Cell Tower By-Law," 
Mr. Perry said to several abutters present at the Board of 
Selectmen's meeting Monday night. "The town, in 
essence, is defenseless against the (federal) Telecommuni- 
cations Act ... prohibition is a violation of the Telecommu- 
nications Act. The only way to beat this tower location, 
given the history of this applicant, was if there was 
another (existing) tower location already in place which 
met the (by-law) requirements."

In his written recommendation to the Board of 
Selectmen, Mr. Perry wrote: "If the Court were to deter- 
mine that the Town's By-Law and policies amounted to a 
'prohibition/ the Court has authority under the (federal) 
Telecommunications Act to order the Town to grant a 
building permit for the site proposed. In addition, the 
Court would order the Town to pay ICE's attorneys' fees 
and damages equal to the lost rent suffered by ICE. The 
Town's exposure for damages is several hundred thou- 
sand dollars, in addition to attorneys' fees." 

"The bottom line is: they will be allowed to build 
their tower and (ICE) will drop all lawsuits against the 
town," said Selectmen Chairman Richard Cutler. "If we 
keep denying (cell tower) applications, at some point 
someone's going to say: 'Rochester, you guys have to get 
your act together.' I don't particularly like the short notice 
... but I'm inclined to authorize Town Counsel to sign this 
(settlement)." 

Admitting that the settlement might be "adverse 
to people who are negatively affected," Mr. Perry stressed 
that he was acting in the best interest of the Town of 
Rochester in recommending the settlement, even if it 
meant some residents were disappointed with the out- 
come; and he couldn't really offer any legal advice to the 
few townspeople who felt their rights were being im- 
pinged. "My job is to protect the town, it's not my job to 
give abutters advice," he said.

the town took steps to enact a very restrictive (cell tower) 
by-law ... the problem is, given how few sites are granted 
(under) the by-law, when someone comes before the ZBA 
with a site that meets all the requirements, it's difficult to 
deny it," Mr. Perry said. "If (the ZBA) wanted to regulate 
this by-law, they should have approved it and then 
imposed conditions." 

Many of the residents who came before the 
Selectmen to voice their opposition to the cell tower 
location were concerned that the agreement was made 
"behind closed doors" in Executive Session ... and they 
felt public input should have been solicited throughout 
the process. 

"I certainly think it would be prudent to grant a 
one-week extension," said resident Arnie lohnson. "I 
would not mind spending a few more dollars to defend 
the (tower siting). People are not happy about this. That 
was the first ZBA Executive Session in a long time." 

But Town Administrator lames Huntoon said that 
discussions involving pending litigation against the town 
are always conducted in Executive Session. "It was never 
our intention that matters be discussed clandestine," he 
said. "Matters of pending litigation should be addressed 
in Executive Session." 

Resident and abutter Susan Peterson felt that the 
ZBA didn't handle the process well and that the town was 
now being rushed into making a rash decision as a result. 
"It's very important to folks here in Rochester who feel

they are being denied due process," she said. "We were 
disappointed that during the hearing the ZBA didn't take 
full advantage of the Cell Tower By-Law. My concern is 
that all town boards act consistently in dealing with 
future applications. I feel if the (Bowen's Lane) applica- 
tion had been handled professionally, we wouldn't be in 
the bind we're in now. Even though it was voted down, it 
was not a satisfactory experience." 

"We are (also) concerned about the unseemly 
pace at which this is proceeding," Ms. Peterson said. "It 
seems not on the up and up." 

But Mr. Perry assured residents that the court 
date for this matter had been set some time ago — he had 
simply suggested the town take advantage of the settle- 
ment offer to avoid incurring the brunt of the aforemen- 
tioned legal fees and damages. "The matter has been set 
down on the court schedule," he said. "This case has been 
pending for a year and a half. I can't assure the town that 
the judge will grant a continuance ... (and) an award in a 
case like this could have a detrimental effect on the tax 
rate. There (already) has been a lot of public input in this 
process ... it's difficult for me to go before the judge and 
request a continuance for that reason." 

"Despite my opposition to the cell tower site, I 
think the Board of Selectmen needs to approve this 
(settlement), based on Town Counsel's recommendation," 
Susan Peterson relented. "I think that if I were (a Select- 
man), I'd sign it." 

"You may feel like you've been sold down the 
river, but this was dumped on us for the first time to- 
night," said Selectman Pat Ryan. "We didn't make this 
decision."

"We've spent close to $40,000 on the Rescue 
Truck," Chief Scott said, noting that the vehicle was first 
purchased in 1986 and has been passed down from the 
Police Department and Fire Department. "It's starting to 
rot out and is very unsafe. If the (Department of Transpor- 
tation) every pulled us over, we'd all go to jail." 

Chief Scott said he'd like to replace the existing 
Rescue Truck with a new, larger model. "We're probably 
looking at anywhere from $200,000 to $300,000," he said. 
"I'd like to get a Freightliner, heavy duty Ford chassis. 
Most area Fire Departments have one — Fairhaven, New 
Bedford, and Wareham. It wouldn't be custom, that 
would cost over $300,000." 

"I keep hearing about the (need for a) ladder 
truck with the new proposed housing project," Chief Scott 
said. "But I don't think anyone realizes how high the back 
of the high school is — that's three stories. The best 
situation for the town would be to find a used (ladder 
truck). I know the City of New Bedford just bought a new 
one for $660,000. I'm hoping we can probably cut that 
price in half for a used one." 

"If the town needs it ... but how do we budget it?" 
asked Selectman Andrews. "We have to start educating 
people on the need. I mean, a 1986 chassis is a safety 
issue." 

Chief Scott also discussed resurrecting the Fire 
Station Committee, which has been inactive for at least six 
months. "We had the expertise and the time, but we 
didn't have the land or funding," Chief Scott said. "Right 
now, we're in trouble. The Fire Station doors are in rough 
shape.

capsule inside — from the Cape Cod Canal through 
Plymouth County, including Mattapoisett, Marion and 
Rochester. This project has been ongoing since 1993, but 
they have gradually moved their concentration efforts as 
the rabies vaccine becomes more effective.

To the Editor: 

The Regatta project is a challenge to our rural village 
atmosphere. If accepted as presented, it will change the com- 
plexion of this town forever. We have been described as a quaint, 
rural village. The largest building in town is the high school 
with its athletic fields and open space surrounding it. 

The plans for the Regatta rival Old Rochester Regional 
High School in length and volume. ORRHS is presently 560 feet 
long and the Regatta is just short of that, measuring 540 feet long 
(as viewed with its slight angle). The artist rendering of the 
Regatta represent only the first phase of construction. The final 
phase is three times the width currently shown. 

Many thought that the Police Station was too large for 
this community. The police station is just over 8,800 square feet 
in total floor space. The Regatta is planning on building 138,582 
square feet of building. That is 15.7 times the size of the police 
station. The developer also wants a variance from our building 
By-Laws that limit building to 35 feet in height (the present 
height of the police station).

Street, Water Street and Church Street has one hundred and 
twenty seven housing units on twenty-one and one half acres. 
That is roughly 6 units of housing per acre. The Regatta wants to 
build one hundred units of housing on five and one quarter 
acres. That is 19 units of housing per acre, which is three times 
our most densely populated section of town. 

It is an understatement to say that this is a large project. 
It is totally out of scale with anything that has ever been built in 
town and will affect many other aspects of the way we live and 
look. 

Most acknowledge the need for affordable housing and 
the State's commitment to build it, but there has to be some 
reasonableness as to what is built. Fortunately the process of 
applying for the final construction permit is through the local 
Zoning Board of Appeals. They have the power to negotiate

VOMITING CATS 

I have 2 cats. Both have vomited in the house a few times a week since I 
have owned them. The 5 year old female really pigs out. She eats her dry 
cat food really fast and then vomits it about 5 minutes later. We try feeding 
her small, frequent meals and that seams to help but it is labor intensive. 
Do you have any thoughts? 

Cats that eat their food very rapidly and then vomit need to have 
their food intake slowed down. Try covering the food with 2-4 golf 
balls. The cat will have to nudge the balls out of the way to get a 
mouthfull and this will slow down their eating. Changing from dry 
to canned food may also help but will make more of a mess if it 
doesn't stay down. 

My other cat has always vomited 3-4 times a week. She vomits, food some- 
times and just yellow frothy bile at others. Occasionally there is a clump of 
hair in the vomit. She seems healthy and happy otherwise. What can I do 
to help her? 

This may be more difficult to manage. Cats with this pattern of 
vomiting may have a number of problems. Two of the more com- 
mon are a bacterial infection in the stomach caused by Helicobacter 
felis or a condition called inflammatory bowel disease. Try chang- 
ing your cats diet to a different kind of food. Often the use of a pre- 
mium cat food will help. If 2-3 diet changes over a couple of months 
is not helpful then discuss the problem with your veterinarian.

Hardball. Starring Keanu Reeves and Diane Lane. 
Directed by Brian Robbins. Running time: 106 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

In Hardball, Keanu Reeves plays a white guy who comes in to 
save the day for a bunch of black kids by coaching their 
disorganized little-league baseball team in the Chicago projects. 
In an attempt to make the premise less mawkish and offensive 
than it just sounded (blacks can't get it together until the white 
man helps), Keanu has also been made a ne'er-do-well gambler 
who owes serious cash and only takes the coaching assignment 
because of the promise of $500 a week. So this isn't just an 
inspirational story of disadvantaged youth triumphant — it's a 
story of redemption. 

I'll let Hollywood get away with it just this once. I was in the 
mood for something easy and familiar, something predictable, if 
you know what I mean; Hardball isn't generally my kind of movie, 
but on its own terms it's relatively painless and harmless. I don't 
know if I'd recommend it to anyone except those who feel the 
need to sink into a lukewarm bath of cliches for two hours, to enter 
a world that, while formulaic and hackneyed, makes some sort of 
sense. This is less a hardball than a Softball, without any curves or 
surprises. That's okay just now. 

Brian Robbins, who used to be an actor (the intellectual hood 
Eric on Head of the Class) before graduating to directing (Varsity 
Blues, Ready to Rumble), seems to have a sharp eye for premises 
that play better on video. Here, working from a by-the-numbers 
script by John Gatins, Robbins hits all the plot-point bases. Keanu 
resents having to coach the team until he gets to know them. The 
kids do nothing but trash-talk each other (the trash-talk has been 
noticeably cleaned up to win a PG-13 rating — at one point you 
hear the only-in-PG-13-movies-or-network-TV epithet 
"motherfreaker") until they learn to play as a team. Keanu flirts 
with the kids' English teacher (Diane Lane), who wearily tolerates 
this ruffian until she comes to realize that he's the star of the 
movie and therefore worthy of her affection. 




Diane Lane is usually of interest — it's a relief to see her 
relaxed here after her overdone Glah-stah accent in The Perfect 
Storm — and Keanu Reeves works nimbly with her; he works well 
with everyone here, including the kids, but also John Hawkes as 
Keanu's gambler crony. Reeves, as an actor, is on and off. When 
allowed to withdraw into a cocoon of surfer-dude cool, he comes 
across as wasted space on the screen, but give him a modicum of 
friction and he actually can bestir himself to connect with his 
costars and with us. He sells a grandstanding moment in which 
he invites the president of the ball league to explain to his team 
why one player has been disallowed and another can no longer 
pitch without the headphones that have been keeping his pitching 
laser-sharp; he even sells a grief-choked speech after tragedy 
strikes the team. 

Did we need the tragedy? It takes the air out of the remainder 
of the movie, and the speech is intercut with scenes that are meant 
to be bittersweet but come off as emotional bullying. There's no 
question that the team will go on to win the championship, but 
this is the first uplifting sports movie I can recall wherein the 
triumph happens offscreen — we're fobbed off with snapshots of 
the players smiling with their trophies. Hardball isn't primarily 
about the sport; its pulse is the shabby white man learning to be 
nice and reach out to black kids, but it doesn't really show why the 
kids respond to him when their playing sucked under his 
predecessor. Is it just because he's Keanu Reeves and the kids 
know he's cool from The Matrix? The movie offers little other 
explanation.

For Mattapoisett blues performer Judy Wallace, musi- 
cal inspiration can be found in the most unexpected of 
places. It can be gleaned from a casual conversation over- 
heard at a bar aboard a yacht during a past gig ("Mrs. 
Beauregard Needs A Match") ... or from the more trau- 
matic experience of learning to deal with being diagnosed 
with cancer ("Grand Mai, Man"). 

Regardless of their source, the fourteen tracks which 
comprise her new CD, Bringin' It Back Again, paint the 

portrait of a raw, ener- 
getic artist whose day-to- 
day experiences are much 
more than routine. And 
Judy delivers her witty, 
sometimes cynical com- 
positions with the gusto 
and confidence of a sea- 
soned blues aficionado 
with equal parts Bonnie 
Raitt and Lucinda Will- 
iams (one of her main in- 
fluences). 

With more than 30 years of musicianship behind her, 
Judy spent the past six years working a day job as a library 
director. She has written successful grant applications and 
received awards to improve library services — skills she 
learned from the University of Massachusetts Dartmouth 
and Simmons College in Boston, where she earned a B A in 
English Literature/ Writing and a Masters in Library Sci- 
ence. Music still remains her favorite pastime, however, 
and Judy's latest recording is the culmination of three 
decades' worth of writing and performing. 

But unlike her two previous self -produced sessions — 
Suburban Blues (1988) and the 1984 EP Studio Time — Blues 
boasts both a darker edge and a renewed zest for life, 
moods which likely reflect Judy's recent experience as a 
cancer survivor in the aftermath of the surgical removal of 
a malignant brain tumor two years ago. That life-altering 
experience — which was followed by nine months of 
chemotherapy and six weeks of radiation — colors many of 
the tracks on the CD, even though some were written as far 
back as 1986. And, thankfully, Judy's musical skills and 
wry sense of humor have remained intact and both come 
through loud and clear on tracks like "Video Love" (a jab 
at the MTV generation), "First Lady" (which evolved from 
Nancy Reagan's pro-gun statement), and "Ballads, Blues 




and Langston 
Hughes" (the CD's 
best song lyrically). 

Judy's twelve 
original tunes are 
complemented by 
two noteworthy cov- 
ers — a rousing ren- 
dition of Big Maybelle 
Smith's "I've Got A 
Feelin'," which is sure 
to get your feet tap- 
ping, and Lucinda 
Williams' "Sweet Old World," which Judy delivers with 
heartfelt sincerity. 

The real showstopper of the session remains "Grand 
Mai, Man," a poignant number which recounts those har- 
rowing moments when Judy suffered a seizure in the night 
and found herself being questioned by EMTs: "They asked 
me questions: Did I know where I was? / Could I name the 
President, and describe what he does? / He'd had a mis- 
tress; Did I know what she'd done? / Could I name her 
name? And I said, 'Which one?!' ... Now, I don't wanna 
seem ungrateful, 'cause they saved my life, But why couldn't 
they ask me, 'bout the President's wife?" 

Ms. Wallace's musical roots date back to 1965 when 
she and her sisters sang in Connecticut for PTA meetings, 
at grange hall functions and in amusement park shows. A 
self-taught guitarist and blues harmonica player whose 
main instrument has always been her voice, Judy served 
for three years as Secretary-Treasurer of the Cape Cod 
Musicians Association (a/k/a the Union- American Fed- 
eration of Musicians, which successfully merged with 
Local 9-535 in Boston). She performed on the Cape as a solo, 
in duos and trios, and as leader of a seven-piece band, the 
Judy Wallace Group, featuring "jazz and blues that swings." 

Bringin' It Back Again is proof-positive that some of the 
finest contemporary blues can be found right in our own 
backyard; and Judy Wallace can stand proudly alongside 
other local favorites like Susan Tedeschi, Ronnie Earl, 
Duke Robillard, and Young Neal in carrying the blues 
torch. For a limited time, copies of the CD will be available 
at the Mattapoisett Free Public Library for just $15, with 
all proceeds going to benefit the Mattapoisett Library.
